Thisis a 
wonderful crop, but it cer- 
tainly does have its dis- 
advantages, For example,

Of 
course, these sprays are 
costly and most growers 
naturally do not wanttoap- 
ply insecticides unless ne- 
cessary. I believe, though, 
that if we can whip the in- 
sect damage on grain sor- 
ghum, we will see an in- 
crease in the years ahead, 
It fits in very well with 


people who are growing 
wheat and other small 
grains,
